ADVICE 


A bulletin from the agricultural col- 
lege of Ontario gives some good advice 
on handling cream. It says that the 
cream from the separator should test not 
less than 30 per cent fat 
A rich cream 


gives the butter maker better control 
of his part of the process, as well as be- 
ing beneficial to the patron. The cream 
should be cooked Immediately to at least 
45 degrees 
This temperature applies to 


all creams to be sent to a creamery 
whether they be from the centrifugal or 
gravity methods 
Pasteurization is a 
very efficient method of preservation. The 
heating 
and 
extra 
cooling, however, 
mean more work and expense than would 
be considered practicable under average 
conditions. Nature, In her kindness, has 
in this country supplied us with an 
abundance of ice for keeping our cream 
cold, but the average creamery patron 
simply ignores this fact, supplies a cream 
out of which a flrst class butter cannot 
be made, and then grumbles at every one 
but himself when he Is reaping the re- 
ward of bis own transgression.

KAFFIR, COOLIE 


•ill*.. 
AND 
SLAVE 


Very curious has been the history of 
the word 'kafflr." The French explo- 
rers who have been opening up tin 
Sudan and Sahara find that they aro 
called kafflrs by the Mohammedans, 
while Sir Henry Rawllnson onc« «s.H 
that the loveliest oriental lady he ha4 
ever seen was a kaffir slave at Kabul. 
When she had loosened her golden hair 
she could cover herself completely as 
with a veil. This name of kaffir Is a* | 
world-wide as Islamism, for It Is the i 
name of "unbeliever" applied by true| 
Mohammedans to those that refuse the | 
faith. The Portuguese found It applied 
to the negroes of Bast Africa by their 
Arab predecessors and handed It on to, 
the Dutch and to the English. Tha1 
kaffir slave at Kabul belonged to one 
of those black-dad mountain tribes ir. 
the heart of Afghanistan who till 1895 
defied their Moslem neighbors and on 
their dizzy precipices gloated on their 
Idolatry. These Afghan kafflrs claim 
to be descended from the Greeks who 
came with Alexander in his conquest 
of the east. 
A remarkable Instance of verbal deg- 
radation Is the word "slave." Its orig- 
inal, the Russian "slava," meant glo- 
rious, being etymcflogically akin to the 
English word "glory," and wae proud- 
ly taken as their name by the Slavonic 
people. But when the Germans re- 
duced hosts of the Slavs to servitude 
their name, from malice or accident, as 
Gibbon says, became synonymous with 
"servile." It retains no more sugges- 
tion of Its racial origin now than does 
"ogre," which Is really "Hungarian," 
from a confusion of the Magyars with 
the Huns, and of both with the terri- 
ble Tartars. 
Is "coolie" the name of a people? It 


Is believed to be. The word belongs to 
all the Indian vernaculars. Etymolo- 
gists have been tempted to find Its or- 
igin In the Tamil "kull," which means 
hire, payment for menial odd Jobs, or 
the hireling odd-Job man himself. But 
K Is pointed out In Dr. Murray's dic- 
tionary that when the word appears 
early In the seventeenth century It 
refers to a tribe of Guzerat, In the west 
of India, far from the Tamll-spEaklng 
south—the K-uli or Koll. who seem to 
have been often employed by Euro- 
peans as bearers and carriers.

General Railway Terminal. 


Commenting on the controversy between the Western Pacific 


and 
Southern 
Pacific regarding terminal rights on the Oakland 


water front, a leading member of the Oakland Chamber of Com- 


merce suggests that C-oat Island (Yerba Buena) be utilized as a 


general terminus for all railroads entering this city, and for a general 


ferry station such as the Harbor Commission maintains on the San 


Francisco side. 


THE TRIBUNE has advocated this 
proposition 
repeatedly 


during the past ten years. Its wisdom was never so obvious as it 


is today. The present situation is not only a demonstration of the 


enormous advantage that will accrue to the public from making 


Goat Island a general railway and ferry terminus, accessible to all 


railroads on equal terms, but a patent exemplification of its feasibil- 


ity. 
A casual survey of the situation will convince the 
most 


sceptical that herein lies the solution of all terminal problems, a 


permanent adjustment of all disputes between competing railroads 


seeking terminal facilities on the Oakland water front. No such 


contention as the one now occupying the attention of the courts 


and the public press would or could arise. 
' 


By making Goat Island a general terminus, open to all alike, a 


five minute ferry service across 
the 
bay 
could be inaugurated. 


The delays and dangers due to fdg and other causes would 
be 


avoided, as all passengers to and from San Francisco \\ould land 


and ship at the same point on the other side. There would be 


no danger of taking the wrong boat or getting on the wrong line. 


A magnificent terminal station, such as the one in St. Louis 


or the one in Boston, would serve to accommodate the trains of all 


railroads, which would be of enormous convenience to the traveling 


public and of incalculable benefit to the cities of Oakland and San 


Francisco. The island could be reached by one general causeway, 


as was suggested some years ago by Engineer Boardman, or by 


separate approaches. If causeways are deemed inadmissible by the 


War Department, steel tubes such as the Pennsylvania railroad^ is 


laying under North River, between New York and Jersey City, can 


be utilized. The Santa Fe and the Western Pacific can reach the 


island as easily as the Southern Pacific, and when they got there 


neither road would have an advantage over the other. Oakland 


\\ould then be the gateway of all commerce passing through the 


bay of San Francisco, and would be :n a position to give free en- 


trance to all railroads seeking a terminus on the eastern shore of 


the bay. 


Never was the time so propitious for inaugurating this mag- 


nificent scheme of commercial development 
Its practibility is not 


debatable any more than its desirability. Compared to expendi- 


tures for similar purposes elsewhere, the cost will be small. The 


obstacles standing in the way are comparatively slight and are easily 


surmountable. 


Power. 


- Speaker Cannon is said to be holding up the bills in which 


Senators who opposed the House program in regard to Statehood 
and the Philippine tariff are particularly interested. 
He exercises 


his autocratic power to prevent such measures being brought before 
the House for action on them. He will not permit them to be 
considered in the so-called popular branch of Congress. Yet we 
are told "that the House of Representatives is a free legislative body. 
Things have indeed come to a pretty pass when a Senator must 
either vote as the Speaker of the House directs or suffer the penalty 
of having measures of special interest to his immediate constituency, 
no matter how urgent or meritorious, absolutely excluded from a 
rearing in the House of Representatives. This is the essence of 
brutal despotism. It is the antithesis of the theory and practice 
of popular government, and is lacking in every element of justice 
and fair play. 


This development of czarism in the House is likely to lead to 


its early downfall. Public opinion would not tolerate it now but 
for the fact that the Senate is in bad odor with the people. It is 
being assailed throughout the land as unresponsive to popular-sen- 
timent and as the guardian of special interests. Hence there is no 
outburst of indignation at the Speaker's brazen attempt to bring 
the Upper Chambej: under his unlicensed dominion. Running the 
House as a political boss would a ward caucus, and on the same 
principle, he undertakes to domineer over the Senate and bulldoze 
individual Senators into voting as h'e dictates. 


If Speaker Cannon were not imbued with the ideals of the party 


boss and actuated by a spirit of narrow partisanship, he would be 
wise enough to see that his course will inevitably provoke resistance 
and reprisal and cause a reaction in popular sentiment. His attacks 
on the Sen'ate in public and private have transcended the bounds of 
decorum, but his deliberate suppression of legislation coming from 
the Senate in order to intimidate, certain Senators to vote in accord- 
ance with his desires, passes the limits of decency. He is wielding 
a"club that should never have been placed in his hands most .un- 
wisely for his party and for the policy of the administration. 


The American people will not long permit such 
a manifest 


abuse of extra-constitutional powers. They are somewhat incensed 
at present with the Senate for its dilatory methods and obstructive 
tactics, but Speaker Cannon's methods are infinitely worse than

It is an alternative that should be provided against, for it is unjust 
and inhumane to turn them out of the positions they have long held 
as government employes, merely because they are old and infirm. It 
is bad policy also to keep men in positions they 
are no 
longer 


capable of properly 
filling. 
. 


The department clerk, after he becomes a veteran in the service 


is the most helpless person in the world. 
He is a victim to habit 


and a slave to routine. The peculiar character of his employment 
destroys individuality and initiative, and fixes in him the habit ol 
dependence and subjection. The salary he receives is insufficient 
to support him in comfort and provide a fund 
for 
maintenance 


against the day when old age and infirmity incapacitate him for ser- 
vice. How shall the government servke be weeded 
of 
incom- 


petents without exposing to cruel want employes who have worn 
themselves out in it? 


Senator Perkins seems to have solved the problem. He has 


introduced a bill which provides that a certain percentage of the 
salapy, according to grade, shall be paid into a fund which will be 
used to pay pensions to clerks retired for disability. The rating 
will be according to length of service and the amount of salary 
paid. This measure will permit aged and incapacitated employes 
to be placed on the retired list with nn assured support. It will 
also enable the heads of departments to make efficiency an absolute 
requirement without inflicting hardship on the aged and deserving 
Thus the bill is designed to accomplish "!wo exceedingly desirable 
results. 


It seems that Senator Perkins framed his bill after a thorough 


discussion of the whole matter with Secretary Shaw, which indicates 
that it will have the active support of the administration. As the 
objects of the bill are entirely worthy there it little doubt of its 
passage.

water front between the broad gauge mole and the Key Route pier 
by a short line from Third street in the vicinity of Peralta street.

company was Incorporated on January 
13, 1906. 


The purposes of the company are to 


build an electric railway from Oak- 
land to Antioch with a branch line 
running through Pine Canyon to Mt. 
Diablo, while another branch v.111 run 
through Concord to Martinez. 


The line -will start at the Park street | 


Drldge and going along Valdez street 
ibout 600 feet from the tidal canal, 
will proceed in a northeasterly dlrec- 
:ion through lands belonging to the 
Sherman, 
Clay Company, 
crossing 


High street near Talcott's station and 
through the lands belonging to Super- 
visor J. B. Talcott, thence on through 
Lhe Mills Seminary 
tract,

Langdon and Rufe Do 
Not Agree on Making 


Raids. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 24.—The breach between Dis- 


trict Attorney Langdon and Abe Ruef grows wider and wider 
as the days go on. More and more it becomes evident that it 
was Ruef's intention to protect the gamblers and that it is 
Langdon's intention to do what he can toward suppressing 
them. More and more the mask is thrown off and the oftener 
the two factions get to calling names the sooner the citizens will 
be let in on the real inside of things. 


The Police Commissioners, who report on to Ruef and take 


t 


their orders from him, have declared that Langdon can make no 
more raids without their consent. They must detail the police 
to aid "Him before he can go ahead and do his duty. It is taken 
for granted that just as soon as Langdon applies to the Police 
iOommissioners for a detail of police the gamblers will know just 
what is going on and the raids will amount to nothing. As a 
matter of fact, the gambling is going on and the Police Com- 
missioners seem thoroughly glad of it. It now remains to be 
Been how much strength Langdon has and whether he will dare 
go ahead and make a real fight.' 


Of course, this is the time when our reform civic societies 


sKould be doing something. They should be putting up their 
money and making a stir to help the District Attorney in the 
first genuine effort to suppress law-breaking that has been made 
in San Francisco in a long time. But, of course, just at this 
time when something could be accomplished the civic reform 
societies are doing nothing. They are not even getting together 
and passing those resolutions that have made them so ineffective 
and absurd. 


They seem to have been scared off by the cry that Langdon 


was attempting to become the Democratic candidate for Gover- 
nor. Their idea of civic reform seems to have been confined to 
an effort to keep Ruef from capturing the Republican organiza- 
tion. There is a good deal more than suspicion that Fairfax 
Wheelan and Frank J. Symmes and F. H. Dohrmann and the 
other civic reformers who often are to the front in the news- 
papers, are not so much concerned about reform as they are 
about politics. 


It never would do to make the District Attorney so big that 


lie could run for Governor on the Democratic ticket. 
That 


would not be reform at all from the political point of view. 
Consequently, the so-called reformers are singularly silent, and 
Langdon is left to work out his own salvation, except that Judge 
"W. P. LavJor consults with him a great deal. 
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Chief of Police Dinan, in his anger at the interference of 


the District Attorney and the Grand Jurors with the gambling 
graft in Chinatown, made a ridiculous spectacle of himself in 
declaring that there was no gambling in Chinatown. How a 
man of average sense could be led into such an assertion passes 
belief. All the citizens who have Chinese sen ants know that 
gambling is going on in Chinatown, and a man who conies out 
and attempts to deny it simply makes a spectacle of himself. 


Gambling might "be suppressed in the Chinese quarter by a 


miracle of police activity, but it could not be suppressed for 
long. The Chinese will gamble and the community is very lit- 
tle injured by their gambling as long as they confine their games 
to themselves. The only clanger that gambling offers to a com- 
munity is the bribery of the police, and this will be kept up as 
long as returns from fan tan and pi gow are so large for the pro- 
prietors of the gambling dens. The man who thinks he is going 
to stop Chinatown gambling is a sort of Don Quixote, but there 


is at least a long chance of stopping the bribery of policemen, 
and the recent effort in that direction probably caused all the 
heat and the controversy. 
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There isn't much chance either of stopping gambling 


among the white men in a community like San Francisco. All 
the men who lounge about the Palace and Grand Hotels seem 
to know that Frank Laroux and Joe Harvey have a poolroom 
in the alley justback of the Grand Hotel bar. There were one 
or two fake raids on the place. The police know better than 
anybody that the poolroom is there, but the business goes right 
on, though administrations may come and administrations may • 
go. Ned Lanigan never seems bothered very much by police 
raids, and the same may be said of Harry Corbett. These and 
many others who are known to the police live by keeping 
gambling places. Of course their places could-be so picketed 
that they would not be able to pay rent. But this picketing-is 
not done and the natural inference is that they pay for police 
protection. They are very handy with their votes at the prim- 
arips. and now that the first storm of Langdon's reform is over 
and the Police Commissioners have in effect declared that there 
shall be no more raids without the notification in advance, the 
gamblers are getting over the flurry into which they were 
thrown by Langdon's real efforts to suppress their dangerous 
business. 


Meantime our Police Judges are standing in very nicely 


with the gamblers and with Ruef and nullifying the effect of 
Langdon's crusade. But through it all a blind man may see 
that Langdon is making himself a big man in the community 
and in the State, while the other fellows are growing proportion- 
ately smaller. The Democrats may decide that he is the man 
they want for Governor, and if he can keep Ms present position 
before the public up to the time of election, he could get a great 
many more votes than any other man that party could name. 


/ There has been a rumor among the Republicans this week 


that ex-Congressman Theodore A. Bell had been holding a con- 
ference.with some of his supporters on the question of-whether 
or not he should become a candidate for Governor or for Con- 
gress. The rumor has^grown that he would run for Governor 
if the Republicans should nominate a man who was directly op- 
posed to Hie Union Labor movement. He did not seem to care 
to take on Pardee as an opponent, but^was willing to run if he 
could make a good play for the labor votes. 


That Avas the information of the Republicans, but Tom 


Geary of Santa Rosa, who was in town today, said that coming 
from Lake county with Bell a couple of weeks ago, the Napa 
man had told him that he did not want to run for Governor un- 
der any circumstances, but would again like to contest for Con- 
gress with Duncan E. McKinlay. 


There has been a good deal of fussing and stewing among 


the Democrats because Chairman Tini Spellacy of tke State _ 
Central Committee called a meeting of that committee in April 
for Los Angeles. The general impression is that very few 
members of the committee will attend that meeting, bcause the 
Democrats are pitifully poor just now, and they think it would' 
cost too much to travel so far. As one of the leaders put it 
today: 


"Spellacy wants us to spend $50 to go to Los Angeles and 


eat a dollar dinner. He thinks that the Democratic fools and 
their money are soon parted." 


This wras a fling at Spellacy's excuse for calling the meet- 


ing in the Southern city, which was that the Democratic club' 
there was to give a banquet on the date he had named for the 
meeting and that consequently the members ^>f the committee 
could get a free dinner. A free dinner is always supposed to be 
dear to the Democratic heart, but a trip to Los Angeles is more 
than dear to the Democratic pocket. 
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Our Federal government has a peculiar way of dealing wHE 


offenders against the custom laws. Our merchants continually 
attempt to smuggle in goods without paying the duty. That is 
a crime. Once in a while they are detected in the act. 
Then 


the government proceeds to compromise with the merchants on 
the quiet, and any public official who gives out any information 
of the wrongdoing is subject to dismissal. The same thing goes 
on in the Internal Eevenue service, the rectifiers and refiners 
and the owners of distilleries and wineries being constantly de- 
tected in breaking the revenue laws. But their derelictions are 
carefully covered up and they are permitted to pay secret fines. 
The public is not allowed to know of these transactions under 
any circumstances. 
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This sort of thing is rotten in morals, no matter what it 


may be in law} and the fact that it is rotten is shown by the cor- 
ruption of the moral sense of our women'. The leaders of our 
society who travel abroad constantly smuggle jewels into the 
country, and very frequently the elaborate secret service system 
maintained by the government at home "and abroad detects them 
in their smuggling. Then they are simply forced to pay the 
duty they attempted to evade with a little fine as a punishment; 
and if any person concerned in detecting their crime permits 
the defrauded public to know anything about the swindle that 
person is subject to dismissal from office. 


How ridiculous all this is. If the government really wished 


to suppress this kind of smuggling it could come very near doing 
so. If the prominent merchants who smuggle in goods knew 
that on the very first occasion that their rascality was discovered 
there would be a publication of the fact to the world, about one 
dope of this publicity would cure them of smuggling. 
And you 


can very readily imagine that the woman who brought in a pearl 
necklace or a tiara of diamonds and was caught in evading the 
payment of duty would not try the trick again after her picture 
had appeared in the papers with large headlines. But the 
government seems to favor the smugglers as much as possible, 
and the greatest offense in the matter seems to be letting the 
people know anything about what is going on. And yet this is 
supposed to be a government of the people, and certainly the 
people pay the bills. 
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I am moved to these remarks by the knowledge that in com- 


paratively recent times several female leaders of San Frahcisco 
and Burlingame society have been detected in the act- of 
smuggling jewels into this country and have been forced to pay 
fines to cover their offenses. But no official connected with the 
off ce of the Surveyor of theVort or Collector of Customs dares 
to breathe one word of these sins against Uncle Sam lest he 
should be very promptly beheaded by an order from Wash- 
ington. Some day we will have some real honor in the heads 
of our Federal departments at the nation's capitol, and when 
we do this foolish policy of silence will be abandoned; publicity 
of all crime will be the watchword, and smuggling will at once 
cease among our prosperous merchants and prominent society, 
matrons.

There are trees enough—all pine 
and mighty pretty, weighted, down with snow, great piles 
upon the branches, shining in the sun like a bit of frosted 
fairyland. Every now and then a bough bends a little and 
it all blows away into the air like diamond dust. 
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Heaven knows one is at the mercy of the railroad, es- 


pecially in a place like Montana, where you stay years in a 
car before you reach your station. And if you're late or de- 
layed it is just so much worse, especially in a place like 
Montana. And if you are in a hurry and want ve<-y badly 
to reach that particular place, then you need the gods to 
give you patience, for even the gods can't hurry a train. 
We were due in Helena at two in the afternoon. At two 
in the afternoon I forget where we were, but it was a long 
way from Helena. The train dragged along and stopped 
at the silliest places for the most unaccountable reasons. 
Then we commenced to wonder and some of us to worry. 
We got into Missoula and looked up the main street 
through an artistic arch of a very artistic depot. But art 
doesn't help much when you're late and want to reach 
Helena, at a decent time. I remember Missoula for the bit- 


ter cold and for a group of fetching looking Indians, and I 
must not forget the artistic depot. Then we went into the 
mountains, upon the other side of which was our journey's 
end. We snuffled up the incline half the way and then 
stopped, the poor little engine refusing to go an inch 
farther. There we were stalled, and Helena more than 
twenty miles away. In a short time there would be an 
audience awaiting us, and we poor stranded actors stuck 
in the snow and an engine as stubborn as a burro. Arid it 
means a bit to lose a night when you're "trouping," as they 
say in the country. But this is becoming a personal 
memoir wthout the personality. 
We finally reached 


Helena at nine o'clock. We missed the trolley and piled 
into an express wagon, the little ingenue, the artistocratic 
grande dame, the exclusive leading men, and the rest of us. 
We arrived at the theater at nine-thirty, but in a trofley 
which rescued us from the wagon, and found a patient 
crowd awaiting. 
We were saved and our salaries, and 


Helena saw the show. Then when it was over we piled 
into the trolley again and ran the two miles to the depot. 
In half an hour we were in our berths on our way to the 
next agony. / 
* 


So I didn't see much of Helena—a fifteen minute walk 


in the driving cold air. Helena, I imagine, is slow. But 
I met someone to interest me in a young man whom I 
immediately transferred to my memory. He was about 
thirty, tall and straight, splendidly built and looked a god 
of his mountains. He was no one else thin a son of the 
Governor. I saw him only ten minutes, but in less than 
that time I raco£rnized an individuality, lie .was educated; 


probably in Harvard, or somewhere where there is an at- 
mosphere, but thank heaven he escaped it. He said some- 
thing about having been out prospecting in mining in some 
way or other, and I noticed the whiteness of his hands, 
All this reads like drivel, but if you could have seen this 
son of the West you would sympathize with me. Just as 
his Montana was the spirit of the West, so was he the 
spirit of his country, simple as a child, and strong^ as a 
giant, open as. the sky above his natne mountains and even 
as secretive as his mountains if he had occasion. And his 
hands were as white as those of your mother. " This is no 
personal eulogy. I forget the young man's name and have 
no idea of ever again seeing him, but in him I recognized 
the glorious West incarnate, a type apart from all others, 
and what I would call the real American.

are two wooden ferry, steamers on the 
ways, both intended for the Key Route 
system. One of these was scheduled 
to be launched abo.ut noon today and, 
unless something which could not l>e 
anticipated has taken place. It nasal- 


ready glided from the ways to the 
water. The engines will be put In tha 
hull by the Union Iron Works. 
The 


boat will have engines of 2200 horse- 
power and •will be expected to accom- 
plish the feat of crossing the bay in 
eight and a fraction minutes, which 
has been done 'by the steamer San 
Francisco, of the Key Route system. 
The new ferryboat will have a length 
of 168 feet, a beam of 36 feet with 58 
feet over the guard and will cost about 
$225,000. The companion ship which Is 
now on 'the ways will be launched some 
time In May. 


IRON VESSEL. 


Adjoining the Dickie yard is a mass 


of masts and smokestacks of sea-going I 
craft of various kinds of design and 
use. All of these, save one, is under- 
going repairs, the exception being a 
new Iron ship the keel of whlchv was 
laid In this yard eome time ago, and 
which is now nearlng completion. This 
boat will be launched In «t few -week.1 
and will immediately go Into commls- 
'Sion a,s a water ship, the purpose of 
her owners being to have her carry 
water from Santa Barbara to Catallna 
Island. 


The boat 'has been speciall provided 


with tanks for this purpose. 


STEAM SCHOONER. 


In the shipyard of W. A. Boole & 


Son the keel has been laid for a new 
steam schooner which. It Is understood, 
will be among the finest of her class. 
This boat will be 215 feet In length 
over all, with a .beam of 44 feet, a 
depth of 16 feet 6 Inches and have a 
capacity for carrying 1,250,400 feet of 
lumber. 
Work on the ship will be 


pushed with the greatest possible ra- 
pidity. 


The names of none of these new ves- 


sels Is as yet known to anybody save 
those who are supplying the means 
for their construction and the secret 
will not be divulged until the name 
Is pronounced llj baptism as the hull 
glides Into the •water on the day or tha 
launching.

RESIDENCES GO. 


There are a few residences on

, IN 
BUILDINGS 


There has been an Increase this week 


of nearly one hundred per cent In the 
value of the permits Issued by 
the 


Board of Public Works for the erection 
of new structures, and the repair and 
alterations of old <Snes, over and above 
that of one week ago. 


Last week the cost of building Im- 


provements was only $52,019, while up 
to Thursday evening of this week the 
cost of the same kind of work at * 
low estimate was $98,866. If to this 
showing should be added the cost of 
structures for the erection of which 
permits were Issued yesterday and to- 
day the total would not be far from 
1125,000. 


EXCELLENT SHOWING. 


As It stands today, however, the rec- 


ord Is Inspiring, for a number of rea- 
sons, but more especially because It 
Is much greater than that of a year 
ape. When It Is taken Into consider- 
ation that there are now buildings In 
course of construction here which will 
represent an outlay of $600,000, the new 
work provided for Is an assurance that 
continuous labor will be within the 
reach of all building trades for several 
weeks to come. 


WORK CARRIED ON. 


Despite the .fact that the week has 


had a number of showers of rain, the 
work on new buildings exteriorly, M 
well as Interiorly, ha* bean prao- 
unlmpoded. 
There has been enough 


for''all who want employment. There 
has bean no grumbling. The places at 
which men In the building trades con- 
gregate hare been filled with cheerful 
workmen, seemingly with no thought 
of the morrow, save of returning their 
dally labors with the certainty of lib- 
eral and satisfactory wages and the 
consciousness of plenty of work ahead. 


THEN AND NOW. 


This condition of affairs has not 


always been experienced. When other 
towns In this vicinity had hard times 
Oakland never dropped as low In the 
scale of progress as they did, and, now 
that prosperity Is her lot, she Is, rela- 
tively speaking, enjoying It to a great- 
er degree than almost any city on the 
coast. 


HOME CAPITAL. 


A cheerful feature of this growth Is 


the fact that the greater part of It Is 
made possible by the expenditure of 
home money.

The in- 
vestment of outside capital In a place, 
however, especially In building, means 
that the return from the investment 
must go elsewhere to enrich the home 
place of the Investor*. The Investment 
ofihom* casltal. on the contrary, how- 


ever, means that the return on the out- 
lay will be expended here. 


The morfey which will be used to 


make these improvements,1 and to con- 
struct these buildings is, In the main, 
money earned, in a large number of 
Instances, elsewhere, and expended In 
this city by old or recently-arrived 
residents, who have decided to estab- 
lish their homes in thi» vicinity, or who 
are enlarging their businesses for the 
purpose of catering: to more than a 
local clientele.

ALAMEDA, March 24.—At a meeting 


last night In the city hall, called to con- 
sider the question of the consolidation 
of this city with Oakland, prominent citi- 
zens gave expression of views unani- 
mously opposed to such a measure, which 
Is now being agitated in Oakland. 


It was decided to have a committee 


confer with organizations .in Berkeley 
where a like anti-consolidation move- 
ment Is under way, and arrange to have 
the sister cities band themselves In a 
compact for mutual protection against 
the aggressiveness of Oakland. Another 
meeting Is to be held two weeks from to- 
night at the Alameda city hnll. when 
prominent speakers of Berkeley and Ala- 
meda are to be In attendance. 


"In glancing over a paper today," said 


W. W. Cooley, "I noticed that the Cen- 
tral Improvement Club of Oakland is very 
active in endeavoring to secure the co- 
operation of other clubs of that city to 
work for tho consolidation" of Oakland, 
Berkeley and Alameda. For some reason 
they omit Frultvale. There may come a 
time when annexation might be favored, 
but certainly not at this time, and the 
spirit of coercion which seems ^"domi- 
nate In Oakland Just now will work to 
the Injury of Oakland. By their attempt 
to place us In the position of an unwill- 
ing bride they cannot but receive Injury 
In the end. I believe that not a man 
present tonight is In favor of consolida- 
tion." 


C. C. Boynton said he had lived a num- 


ber of years in Oakland, and a man who 
had lived in that city and participated 
In Its municipal affairs, nnd who then 
moved to Alameda, could realize the 
catastrophe which would ensue from con- 
solidation. 
"When we consider the ab- 


solute helplessness of the citizens over 
.there," said Boynton, "compared with 
conditions here, we cannot see any ad- 
vantage to us In going Into Oakland.- 
Here a citizen may feel that he Is some- 
what of a factor In municipal .affairs."

MUST SHOW HIM. 


"I want Oakland to show me a decent 


government. We are satisfied when we 
pay taxes If we get aome Improvements, 
but paying out without getting any im- 
provements would not please us. Should 
we Indorse consolidation with Oakland it' 
would be a confession that we had no 
good men to run our city government. 


"I do not feel like applying to Oakland 


politicians to come and run our beautiful 
city. These matters on paper are pretty, 
enough. I saw in an Oakland paper that 
Alameda had a secret vigilance commit- 
tee.

LIFE TOLD 


BY ft POET 


CHARLES 
KEELER 
DELIVERS 


LECTURE TO SCHOOL 


CHILDREN. 


BERKELEY, March 24.—Charles Keel- 


cr, the California poet, residing In Berk- 
eley, delivered three lectures !n Santa 
Rosa yestesday. He spoko twice during 
the day to the school children, and In 
the evening addressed the mcmBers of 
tho Llnnean society. 
His address was 


entitled "An Introduction to the Bird 
World." with lantern slides. 


Mr. Keeler dwelt for the moit part 


on the Importance of studying nature, 
out of doors. He took an Imaginary trip 
outside with the children, and aiked

them Questions about the various birds 
ther 
observed. 
H« 
would 
teach 
them bow to observe the sizes and shapes 
of birds, also their characteristics. 


The poet explained to the children how 


to take notes about the birds in general 
and Individual birds. Mr. Keeler thinks 
that the lesson learned from the bird, 
would also apply to other forms of life, 
and that the principle Involved in the 
•study of tho reptile oould apply to al- 
most everything In nature. 


"It Is important for the children to 


observe Intelligently, and with some Idea 
of classification," said Mr. Keeler In 
his evening lecture. 
"They must have 


some Idea of assorting things of a kind. 
How these different species were pro- 
duced by the process of evolution. 
The 


value of nature study is to develop the 
intellect and control the emotion, also 
to train the child to use their senses and 
•wits for themselves, and subsequently 
to widen their knowledge of life and life 
processes. The study of birds developes 
the child's sympathy for the beautiful 
and the helpless. It Is a training In the 
esthetic side; making them more hu- 
mane." 


He contrasted the artificial life of the 


city and the real life of nature. Out- 
door'life reduces the pressure and strain 
of tho artificial life. 
The decadence of 
art in the present day as exhibited in 
many art tendencies would bo cured or 
corrected by a closer contact with na- 
ture. California shows great promise in 
Its art on account of the beauty of its 
landscape, the inspiraton of Its forests. 
Its valleys and coast line. 


OFFICIAL SAYS RAILROADS ARE 


FiGHTINQ REGULATION 


TOO HARD. 


NEW YORK, March 24.—Before Bail- 


ing on the Celtic of the Whit* Bur 
Una yesterday. Sir Thom&s 8haughn«- 
sey, president of the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad, expressed his convictions con- 
cerning the legislation for railroad rate 
regulations, now 
under 
dlscusclon In 


the Senate at Washington. He Mid: 


"It Is1 my opinion that the rsilrotOs 


are making altogether too much oppo- 
sition to the proposed rat* regulation. 
It seems to me that the people ere en- 
titled to regulate rites. It It therefor* 
only a question as to the belt method of 
securing that end. 


"Rate regulation In Canada, under the 


control of a federal railway coim&teelon, 
created by act of parliament, ha* now 
been In operation for two year*, and Is 
satisfactory to both railroads and the 
shipper*. 
Our commission consists of 
three members appointed by the gov- 
ernment, each for a period at ten y*an, 
and removable only by Parliament. The 
only appeal from the decisions of the 
commission Is Ihe governor. No mem- 
ber of tho present commission ha* ever 
been Identified with the railroad busi- 
ness, but there Is an obvious anxiety 
to be just alike to the railroad* and the 
shipper], and as a result the decision* 
In the main are fair. The commission 
has full authority to Initiate every rat* 
in the schedule, but In practice It rati- 
fies existing rates within certain limit*, 
that experience ha* Indicate! to b* 
equitable. 
The complaint* ere made 
to the oonuxusston and it* decisions 
stand unless reversed by the governor 
in couoclL 


"However it may be aeoompUshe&, I 


am clear that the railroad* will b* better 
under government regulation of rate*."
